In preparing the new tariff, Chairman Payne and 
his associates are compelled to meet two demands. 
To those industries which need protection they must 
give a rate which is adequate. They must provide 
for a revenue far in excess of that of the present 
year. 
well by the present tariff when it was enacted in 
1897, but the changes in business conditions in the 
past twelve years have rendered a re-shaping of the 
schedules imperative. The Republicans recognized 
this necessity in their platform of 1908. In calling 
the new Congress in extra session on March 15th, 
President Taft carried out the platform promise. 

Except in 1897, this was the first time in which the 
Republicans, in revising a tariff, were compelled to 
keep revenue needs in mind. But this necessity at 
present is immeasurably greater than it was twelve 
years ago. While the treasury deficit was $18,000,- 
000 in 1897, when Mr. McKinley entered office, it will 
be at least $120,000,000 for the year which ends on 
June 30th, 1909, four months after Mr. Taft’s acces- 
sion. When a man or afirm in private business finds 
income falling short of outgo, the outgo is cut down. 
But to this elemental demand of financial common 
sense Congress gives no heed. In the recent regular 
session it expanded the appropriations to unprece- 
dented dimensions, these appropriations being for the 
fiscal year which begins on July Ist, 1909. Even al- 
lowing for an improvement in business in the interval 
which would largely increase the government’s income, 
the deficit for the year which begins on that date will 
be in the neighborhood of $140,000,000 or $150,000,- 
000 unless new sources of taxation are invented. 

Here is a double peril for the Republican party. 
If the treasury shortage for the year which begins 
on July 1st, 1909, should be anything like $140,000,- 
000, the Republicans will be on the defensive in .he 
congressional campaign which begins just as that 
year closes on June 30th, 1910. The Democrats will 
be furnished with an argument which they can use 
with destructive force in the canvass. If, on the 
other hand, the Republicans are compelled to provide 
new sources of taxation, they can also be hit by the 
Democrats. New taxes are endurable in time of war, 
but levied in peace days, as now, it will be difficult 
for the Republicans to defend them. If the Repub- 
licans re-impose the stamp and other taxes of the 
Spanish war days, they will lose many seats in the 
congressional election, and, conceivably, could lose 
enough to put the Democrats in power in the House 
of Representatives for the second half of Taft’s term. 
We hope the President will bear this fact in mind. 

The party which holds the presidency always loses 
some seats in the House in the election which comes 
in the middle of the President’s term. Sufficient 
were lost in 1874, 1882, 1890, and 1894 to put the 
other party in control. Thus Grant (in his second 
term), Arthur, Harrison, and Cleveland (in his sec- 
ond term) had the House of Representatives against 
him. Let the Republicans remember that while Mr. 
Roosevelt, in 1905, started out with a Republican 
majority of 114 in the House, Mr. Taft’s lead in that 
chamber is only forty-six. A comparatively slight 
setback might give the House next year to the Demo- 
crats. The Republicans should be very cautious about 
imposing war taxes in time of peace. While they 
have carried the House of Representatives in every 
election since’ 1894, and beginning with that year, 
and while they have had a long succession of victories 
for President, they are not invincible. If adequate 
provocation be furnished, the people might be tempted 
to turn them out and give the Democrats a new trial. 
A very difficult and delicate task is before the Repub- 
lican tariff framers at this moment, and we commend 
these facts to the careful consideration of President 
Taft, Vice-President Sherman, Speaker Cannon, and 
the other Republican leaders at Washington.

know it, and the purpose of those in contro] at Wash- 
ington is to make the hold-up as short as possible. 
Let them do this by all means, and let President Taft 
continue to enforce the policy of retrenchment which 
he has laid down and seeks to secure with the efficient 
aid of an efficient Cabinet. The people of this coun- 
try have little conception of the extravagance of the 
appropriations Congress is making year by year, and 
making them of late in the face of a growing treasury 
deficit. We are spending hundreds of millions with 
less thought than was given in other days to the ex- 
penditure of a million. We are forcing upon the 
Federal government expenses which the States should 
bear. We are piling up obligations to build the 
Panama Canal, to reclaim desert lands, to conserve 
our natural resources, and making the people pay for 
benefits to be conferred on subsequent generations. 

It was high time to call a halt, and we are glad 
that the President has called it so promptly and

Give the South Fair Play 


N MANY ways President Taft is paying a good deal 
of deference to the views and feelings of the 
South. Jacob M. Dickinson, the new Secretary of 
War, is not only a Southern man (he is a Tennesseean), 
but he is also a Democrat. Instead of appointing 
William D. Crum, the negro collector of the port at 
Charleston, for another term, as Mr. Roosevelt 
wanted to do, he has selected Edward W. Durant, 
Jr., a white man who stands high socially in that 
community, to the post. And all of South Carolina 
and the South rejoice thereat. In making his selec- 
tions of Federal office-holders for the South, Mr. Taft 
is to consult leading business and professional men of 
that region, Democrats as well as Republicans. This 
will be a pleasing change from the old system of let- 
ting the Republican politicians from that region have 
the decisive voice in the appointments. 

One of President Grant’s first selections for office 
was that of General Longstreet, the Confederate 
leader and Democrat, to be collector of the port at 
New Orleans, and he was given other Federal offices 
by Hayes and Garfield. Grant made Amos T. Acker- 
man, of Georgia, also an ex-Confederate and a Demo- 
crat, Attorney-General. Hayes appointed Mosby, the 
Confederate raider, to office, and he made David M. 
Key, another Confederate and Democrat, Postmaster- 
General. Hayes also removed the Federal troops 
from Louisiana and South Carolina, and this resulted 
in the overthrow of the carpetbag governments there, 
and the restoration of the Democrats to power. In 
Arthur’s time all mention of the South in presidential 
messages as a distinct section was dropped. Harri- 
son and McKinley also held out the olive branch to 
the South in the shape of appointments to Federal 
posts. Mr. Roosevelt gave offices to more Southern 
Democrats than did all his Republican predecessors 
combined. But the Crum appointment and some other 
selections of negroes gave offense to the South. 
President Taft will undoubtedly refrain from making 
the latter mistake. As he stated in his inaugural, 
and as he has shown by word and act since then, he 
will, as far as possible, consult the feelings of the 
immediate community in the selection of all Federal 
office-holders in the Southern States. This is excel- 
lent policy. It will probably win Republican votes 
ultimately. But whether it has this effect or not, it 
will give the South a new interest in the government, 
and will bring an era of good feeling between the 
sections. 

President Taft has already won more friends in the 
South, among Democrats and Republicans alike, than 
any other Republican President ever had.

WE HAVE too many holidays in New York State, 

and for that reason we are sorry that Governor 
Hughes permitted Tim Sullivan’s bill, for a holiday 
October 12th annually in honor of Columbus, to be- 
come a law. No public sentiment worthy of notice 
was behind the measure, and it simply adds another 
to a perplexing list of ‘‘ days off’’ that labor must 
take whether it wishes to do so or not. The half 
holidays that are now so generally given throughout 
the summer on every Saturday are of more value and 
interest to the working masses than occasional mid- 
week holidays which interrupt the currents of busi- 
ness and trade, offer opportunities for unprofitable 
expenditure of earnings, and add little to the sum of 
human good. We trust that no more legal holidays 
will be adopted in New York for many years to come.

|? IS sincerely hoped that the reports from Cuba 

that the new republic is about to revive bull fight- 
ing, the lottery, and cock fighting are without foun- 
dation. No nation has ever achieved permanent 
greatness by legalizing brutality and encouraging 
gambling.

HE OUTLOOK is clearing. The brevity, com- 
mon sense, and conservatism of President Taft’s 
first message to Congress, bearing on the tariff ques- 
tion, preceded, as it was, by Speaker Cannon’s re- 
election and the adoption of rules that will facilitate 
the transaction of business, open the way for prompt 
action on the new tariff bill. The President is dis- 
posed to accept any revision that may be agreeable 
to his party, as represented by the majority in both 
Houses of Congress. He may have opinions of his 
own, but he will endeavor to conform them to the ex 
igencies of the situation. With Speaker Cannon ir 
the chair, and rules that will prevent filibust rir: 
and unnecessary details, and with a tariff bill that 
its face is fairer to both sides than had been ex- 
pected, there is hope for speedier action on the tariff 
than could have been otherwise secured. The history 
of all tariff legislation shows, however, that it is very 
difficult to agree upon a measure for immediate pas- 
sage, and if the new tariff bill becomes a law before 
the Ist of June, it will be as surprising as it will be 
gratifying. If the question could be taken out of 
politics and considered from the broader standpoint 
of the common welfare, it could be settled within 
thirty days; but it is too much to hope that, in the 
present temper of the people, such a satisfactory con- 
clusion can be reached.

fb VER voter should read Governor Hughes’s 
speech in favor of direct nominations, delivered 
before a large and enthusiastic audience at Buffalo 
recently. We doubt if any reform movement of such 
importance has ever been so little understood as that 
in favor of direct nominations. Its purpose is to 
magnify the people and minimize the bosses, end it 
is meeting precisely the same opposition that civil- 
service reform, the Australian ballot, and the preven- 
tion of corruption at the polls had to meet. All these 
measures triumphed, and have the approval of many 
of those who bitterly opposed them. In more than 
half the States of the Union direct nominations are 
established. The strong trend of public opinion is 
toward the purification of politics and the subordina- 
tion of the bosses. New York cannot afford to be 
behind in the procession. Those leaders of the Re- 
publican party who fail to recognize the gravity of 
the situation will be responsible for the loss of the 
independent vote, without which this State cannot 
be kept in the Republican line. They have had ample 
warning. They have fought Governor Hughes at 
every turn, impugned his sincerity, belittled his 
ideals, and showered him with abuse; yet the people 
repose such confidence in him as has been given to 
few in public life. We regard the situation ofthe 
Republican party in New York State as most critical, 
and some of its leaders seem willing to invite the 
worst.

E AGREE with Senator Lodge that it is not ad- 
visable to impose a national tax on incomes or 
inheritances. Most of the States now tax inherit- 
ances, and double taxation would result in needless 
hardship, friction, and complication. We do not 
agree with Senator Lodge, however, in his advocacy 
of a stamp tax on bank checks and receipts. In other 
days bank accounts were kept by few and checks were 
always of considerable size. Now payments generally 
are made by checks and everybody who has any busi- 
ness transactions keeps a bank account. The small- 
est accounts are now paid by checks, and the manifest 
injustice of im>»osing a tax of two cents on a check 
drawn for a dollar or two need not be dwelt upon. A 
stamp tax on checks would be the most unpopular 
levy that Congress could make on the thrifty people 
of the country. It would be odious, because it would 
be persistent, for it would be constantly before the 
eyes of tradesmen. Taxes of this character have al- 
ways been regarded as justified only by great emer- 
gencies like war. If the Republican leaders at 
Washington want to give their Democratic opponents 
something to talk about when they go before the peo- 
ple at the congressional election next fall, let them 
re-impose odious little taxes which obtrude upon the 
public every day, and which impose a burden on every 
thrifty man who has been able to start a bank uc- 
count. We believe in taxing luxurious things that 
most of the people do not. use, and that those who do 
are able, and should be willing, to pay for.

A_N INDIRECT result of the American occupation 
4 of the Philippine Islands was the organization 
recently of a club for women in Manila. More than 
one thousand Filipino women have been enrolled, and 
the club proposes to take an active part in charity 
work, having already established a depot for distrib- 
uting sterilized milk and a hospital for ailing infants. 
The leading organizer of the club was Conception 
Felix, a Filipino woman who has been admitted to 
the bar. She was adviged and assisted, however, by 
a number of American women resident in Manila.

NE OF the most remarkable achievements in re- 
cent years in the field of polar explorations lies 
to the credit of an 
English naval officer, 
Lieutenant Ernest H. 
Shackelton, who, after 
covering 1,708 miles ir 
126 days by an arduous 
sledge journey, 
ceeded in arriving 
within 111 miles of the 
south pole. This is 334 
miles nearer the pole 
than the point attained 
by the Discovery expedi- 
tion of 1902, also under 
command of the intrepid 
lieutenant, who nearly 
lost his life on that trip. 
Lieutenant Shackelton 
left England on the ship 
Nimrod in July, 1907, to penetrate the fastnesses of 
the south polar region, more for the purposes of geo- 
graphical survey than with any definite intent to reach 
the pole itself. The narrative of Lieutenant Shackel- 
ton’s achievements shows that the men of his expedi- 
tion endured the greatest trials and privations. At 
one point a party of them was so destitute of food 
that one of the ponies it had taken along was shot 
and eaten. Despite the most terrible handicaps, the 
explorers pushed on until some of them reached the 
magnetic pole, while others discovered eight mountain 
ranges and one hundred mountains, ascended the vol- 
cano Erebus, 13,120 feet in height, and located a new 
coast and several coal measures in the antarctic conti- 
nent. The theory that there exists an area of atmos- 
pheric calm around the south pole was disproved. 
Gradually the polar regions are yielding up their 
secrets to human perseverance and determination, and 
the lieutenant has added much valuabie information 
to the store of human knowledge of these places. 
~~ 
HEN, some time ago, former President Roosevelt 
succeeded in making a military ride of ninety- 
six miles in a single day, he was justly regarded as 
having performed no ordinary feat. President Roose- 
velt is still a comparatively young man, and it was 
hardly to be expected that any but a young man would 
be able to equal or surpass him in long-distance rid- 
ing. However, a sixty-five-year-old gentleman, Dr. 
J. A. Throckmorton, of Sidney, O., has far outdone 
our famous and strenuous retired executive. Dr. 
Throckmorton in one day rode three horses in relays 
from Sidney, through Piqua, to Troy, O., twenty-one 
miles and return, three times, or one hundred and 
twenty-six miles in all. The actual time in the saddle 
was twelve hours and thirty-six minutes. Two of 
his horses made twenty-one miles each, one horse 
made thirty-two miles, and the Kentucky black 
charger, shown in our picture, made fifty-two miles, 
in four relays of thirteen miles each, in two hundred 
minutes, smashing all records of any horse in history. 
On the day of his long ride, Dr. Throckmorton weighed 
one hundred and thirty pounds. Before starting on 
it, he prayed for protection and guidance, and to this 
he attributes his success. The doctor was born with 
the instinct to be a soldier, and takes much interest 
in cavalry affairs. When a mere boy he served as a 
scout for the Union army in the Civil War.

Willie Whitla’s Abduction. 


No SINCE Charlie Ross’s disappear- 

ance in 1874 has this country been so 
stirred by a child-stealing case as it was 
when eight-year-old Willie Whitla was kid- 
napped recently at Sharon, Pa. Willie is 
the son of James P. Whitla, a wealthy at- 
torney, and is a nephew and one heir of F. 
H. Buhl, a multimillionaire. The boy was 
taken away fromschool in a buggy by a man, 
who had informed the teacher that Willie 
was wanted at his father’s office. Later 
the Whitlas received a letter, announcing 
that the boy had been carried off, demand- 
ing a ransom of $10,000, and threatening 
the child’s life if this was not paid. The 
news shocked the family and created a gen- 
eral sensation. Scores of officers were soon 
out in search of the boy, hundreds of mes- 
sages were transmitted to the police in 
other cities, and Mr. Whitla advertised that 
he would comply with the kidnapper’s de- 
mands. For days the search was unavail- 
ing, many false clews being reported. The 
parents were almost distracted, and a 
nation-wide sympathy for them was ex-

the kidnapper, Mr. Whitla went to Ashta- 
bula, O., and placed the $10,000 ransom in 
the park there; but police activity kept the 
abductor away. On the fourth day after 
the abduction, however, Mr. Whitla, com- 
plying with another letter, handed a package 
containing $10,000 to a woman in astore in 
Cleveland, O., and she passed it to the kid- 
napper. Asaresult, the boy was sent back 
to his father that evening, and the next 
morning was restored to his mother at 
Sharon. Thenextevening James H. Boyle, 
alleged to be the kidnapper, and his wife, 
accused of being an accessory, were ar- 
rested in Cleveland while intoxicated. The 
clews leading to their capture were secured 
by Willie while he was confined in a flat at 
Cleveland. The woman is said to have 
made damaging admissions, and $9,850 of 
the ransom money was found on her person. 
The woman, who said she was educated in 
a convent, was reported to be the wayward 
daughter of a wealthy Chicago man, though 
of this there is doubt. The prisoners were 
indicted in Cleveland for blackmail, and 
later were taken to Sharon and arraigned 
for abduction.

no STOOD by the kitchen table, taking out frcm 

a large wooden box the china and glass dishes, 
and, after she had freed them from their paper wrap- 
pings, she placed them upon the table with an expres- 
sion of growing wonder upon her old, but still very 
comely, face.

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How Governor Hughes Led in the State Conservation of Water Power 


ORCED into attention by repeated warnings, the 

people of the country are at last beginning to 
realize the value of our 
resources of undeveloped 
water power and the im- 
portance of conserving 
them for the use of the 
public and preventing their 
exploitation and control by 
a few individuals. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in one of 
his most incisive veto mes- 
sages, recently thwarted 
the attempt to grant a per- 
petual franchise, without 
compensation, for the de- 
velopment of hydro-electric 
power on the James River, 
in Missouri, and took this 
favorable opportunity to 
make a startling disclosure 
of the extent to which the 
water powers of the coun- 
try are being absorbed into the control of a few great 
electric corporations. Emphasizing the necessity of 
checking this growing monopoly at once, the Presi- 
dent repeated his urgent recommendations of April, 
1908, when, in vetoing a similar bill for adam on the 
Rainy River, he had insisted that the Congress ought 
not to grant such rights on navigable streams without 
providing for (1) a license fee to secure control by 
the public, (2) a time limit to the life of the grant, 
(3) assurance that an economical and comprehensive 
use of the privilege shall be made, resulting in the 
co-ordination of maximum power development with 
the fullest possible improvement of navigation facili- 
ties. 

Effective as Mr. Roosevelt’s efforts on behalf of 
the public have been, in this as in so many other 
fields of national endeavor, he is not without a peer 
in similarly patriotic leadership within the comple- 
mentary field of State jurisdiction. In spite of the 
general interest and enthusiasm aroused by the ear- 
nest, thoughtful, and tireless endeavors of Governor 
Hughes to insure real democracy in New York State, 
far too little recognition has been made of his serv- 
ices in this very matter of the public’s rights and in- 
terest in the undeveloped water powers of our streams.

Even earlier than the creation of the Inland Water- 
ways Commission, which resulted in the now famous 
national conservation movement, and antedating 
President Roosevelt’s veto messages above referred 
to, Governor Hughes, in his first annual message to 
the Legislature and in his action with reference toa 
private bill during the ensuing session, had estab- 
lished his claim as a pioneer in the effort to secure a 
more just distribution of the natural wealth inhering 
in undeveloped water power, which is the rightful 
possession of all the people. In his first message to 
the Legislature, January 2d, 1907, in which he recom- 
mended the creation of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, the Governor devoted a paragraph to a discus- 
sion of the forest preserve of the State and the effect 
of forest conservation on the water power contained 
in the State hdéldings. In the course of his remarks 
on the State forests, he added, ‘‘ In this connection it 
is well to consider the great value of the water 
powers thus placed under State control. They should 
be preserved and held for the benefit of all the people, 
and should not be surrendered to private interests. 
It would be difficult to exaggerate the advantages 
which may ultimately accrue from these .great re- 
sources of power if the common right is duly safe- 
guarded.’’ 

In a subsequent paragraph the Governor discussed 
the work of the State Water Supply Commission, 
which had been appointed at the time of the inception 
by New York City of the Catskill water-supply proj- 
ect. This State board had been created as a quasi- 
judicial tribunal, to insure the equitable distribution 
of sources of public water supplies among the munic- 
ipalities of New York State. Under a subsequent 
act, the commission had also acquired important 
powers relating to the regulation of the flow of rivers 
shown on petition to be dangerous to the public health 
and safety. Referring to these powers, the Governor 
added, ‘‘ It remains to be considered whether it is not 
advisable to provide a more comprehensive plan, em- 
bracing in a clearly defined way the matter of water 
storage and the use of water courses for purposes of 
power. The entire question of the relation of the 
State to its waters demands more careful attention 
than it has hitherto received, in order that there may 
be an adequate scheme of just regulations for the 
public benefit. ’’ 

These recommendations, based on a carefully con- 


sidered belief that the wider interests of the public 
at large deserved recognition and protection in the 
granting of power rights by the State, bore fruit 
with the Legislature, which in the following spring 
passed a bill authorizing the State Water Supply 
Commission to ‘‘ devise plans for the progressive de- 
velopment of the water powers of the State, under 
State ownership, control, and maintenance.’’ Under 
the terms of this act, Chapter 569, Laws of 1907, the 
commission organized an engineering force, under the 
direction of the eminent consulting engineer, John R. 
Freeman, and made a report of progress to the Gov- 
ernor and Legislature on February Ist, 1908. In the 
meantime the Governor, in his second annual mes- 
sage, had urged the continuance of the investigation 
in the following words, taking occasion also to put on 
record his attitude to the granting by the State of 
power franchises to private companies. Said the 
Governor, ‘‘ Under an act passed at the last session 
an inquiry is now in progress, through the Water 
Supply Commission, with regard to the undeveloped 
water powers of the State. Means should be provided 
to enable this investigation to be completed with 
thoroughness. In the light of exact information, a 
proper policy with reference to the development and 
control of water powers should be established, in 
order that these important sources of our prosperity 
may be held, to the utmost extent possible, for the 
benefit of all the people. No grant should be made 
of water-power privileges without compensation and 
under restrictions which will properly protect the 
rights of the public, from whom the privileges are 
derived.’’ 

Again the Legislature responded with a liberal ap- 
propriation for the continuance of the investigation, 
and, after extensive surveys during the past summer 
and autumn, the commission has recently submitted 
its second report on this unique State project. In 
anticipation of the findings of this report, the Gov- 
ernor, in his annual message to the present Legisla- 
ture, redoubled his emphasis of the importance of this 
conservation project to the people of the State. The 
section of the message devoted to ‘‘ water powers ”’ 
declared in part that: 


We now have within our grasp an opportunity which, for the 
sake of the industrial freedom and prosperity of the future, we should 
not permit to be wasted. These great natural sources of power 
should not only be developed in a manner which the State alone can 
make possible, but should be held 
for the benefit of the people under

conditions which will insure the 
protection of the common right 
and fair return for privilegés 
granted. 

The commissioners will submit 
to your honorable body special 
studies of particular water-power 
development, which it appears may 
be made with reasonable assurance 
of direct pecuniary profit to the 
State, apart from the general ben- 
efits derivable from the policy of 
State control. It is believed that 
these studies have been made with 
skill and precision, and the im- 
mense importance of the proposals 
will at once be recognized. They 
should be most carefully con- 
sidered, and if we are to undertake 
the development of these projects 
and the prosecution of comprehen- 
sive plans, the necessary steps to 
secure the advantages which they 
promise should promptly be taken.
